For 
this reason compulsory courses arid seminars are to be organized 
to provide . a_sys temat i c ideological training in Communist 
principles Tor -the whole population. Students will be enrolled 
by a draft system and will include not o nly SED functionaries 
but also non-Party scientists, activists, civil servants , etc,, 

In particular, all school principals must attend these courses. 

The curriculum has' already been drawn up by the Propaganda 
Department in cooperation with the Ministry of Education. The 
' Party will have free use of all state institutions and movies' 
for this purpose. CDU leaders have promised that their young 
officials will attend these courses. Most important subjects 
ares History of the Communist Party (USSR), Biography of 
Stalin, and History of the USSR and of Communism.
